What has happened to the Co n­ 
stitu tio n u nder the Kennedy Ad­ 
ministratio n’ This questio n pro ­ 
jects itself natu rally as a resu lt 
o f the new co n­ 
tro v ersy t h a t 
is d e v e lo ping 
o v er the po wer 
o f the president 
to f i n a l i z e 
t a r i f f agree­ 
ments with fo r­ 
eign co u ntries. 
Mr. Kennedy 
seems to think 
Co ngress c a n Dav <d L » » rm » 
delegate to him po wer to make 
such trade treaties thro ugh an en­ 
largement o f the present law o n 
recipro cal trade agreements but 
the issue is bro ader than tariffs. 
If, fo r ex ample, Co ngress can 
delegate to 
the 
ex ecu tiv e 
the 
treaty -making po wer o n tariffs 
witho u t the necessity o f ratifica­ 
tio n by the legislativ e bo dy , then 
the po wer to impo se tax es o r to 
change a will ex isting tax laws 
can also be handed o v er to the 
president. 
Yet 
the Co nstitutio n 
specifies that Co ngress alo ne shall 
hav e po wer "to lay and co llect 
ex cises.” 
The Co nstitutio n also say s plain­ 
ly that the president o f the United 
States shall hav e po wer o nly "by 
and with the adv ice and co nsent 
o f the Sneate. to make treaties, 
pro v ided two -thirds o f the sena­ 
to rs present co ncu r.” 
Within the last few day s, ho w­ 
ev er, President Kennedy has ig­ 
no red the Senate’s rights and has 
merely sent to Co ngress no tifica­ 
tio n o f far-reaching agreements 
o n tariffs reached with the six 
natio ns o f the Eu ro pean Co mmo n 
Market and 18 o ther co u ntries in­ 
clu ding Great Britain 
Nev er befo re in American his­ 
to ry has such a treaty o r agree­ 
ment with so many co u ntries in 
the wo rld been withheld fro m fo r­ 
mai submissio n to the Senate, The 
do cu ment which repo rted the ne­ 
go tiatio ns to the Ho use and Senate 
do es no t ev en requ est appro v al o f 
the pacts. It assu mes that the 
President will get the necessary 
au tho rity u nder a mo dificatio n o f 
the ex isting recipro cal trade law. 
The ex ecu tiv e, o f co u rse, 
in­ 
herently po ssesses certain po wers 
to nego tiate treaties with fo reign 
go v ernments o n tariffs. This is 
far different, ho wev er, fro m the 
au tho rity he has been using u nder 
the recipro cal trade law, which 
delegates po wer to nego tiate o nly 
within certain limits. 
It permits, fo r ex ample, a tariff 
redu ctio n o f 20 per cent to be 
made, but no mo re, and the presi­ 
dent is suppo sed to repo rt to Co n­ 
gress tho se instances where his 
pro po sals wo uld depart fro m what 
are kno wn as "peril po ints” in 
indu stry . It is then up to Co ngress 
to specify by law whether it will 
sanctio n a departu re fro m these 
limits. 


Mr. Kennedy m his message to 
Co ngress o n March 7, repo rting 
o n the new tariff treaties, say s 
that "o u r nego tiato rs were griev ­ 
o usly sho rt o f bargaining po wer” 
in the nego tiatio ns at Genev a.

This is clear pro o f that the ex ec­ 
u tiv e branch o f the American go v - 
ernmen thas been, in effect, ne­ 
go tiating a treaty and has no t

Trade Act 
passed by Co ngress in 1958. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS started in 
September, 1960, bu t a deadlo ck 
ensued. President Kennedy co n­ 
fesses l ) Co ngress that he de­ 
v iated fro m the instru ctio ns o r 
limits co ntained in the ex isting 
law, when he say s: 
“Acco rdingly , after mo nths o f 
nego tiatio n and when no o ther 
reco u rse was av ailable to sav e 
the situ atio n, I 
au tho rized 
o u r 
Genev a delegatio n to o ffer new 
co ncessio ns o n a nu mber o f items 
at rates belo w the peril 
po int 
findings. . . . 
"In taking this step, we av o ided 
the co llapse o f the Genev a talks 
and we held o pen the way to 
a 
fu tu re o f eco no mic co o peratio n, 
no t separatio n, between thf* two 
co mmo n markets, the o ne in West­ 
ern Euro pe, and the o ther in the 
United States.” 
The President really did hav e 
a legal alternativ e. He had been 
adhering 
to 
the 
treaty -making 
po wer giv en him u nder the Co n­ 
stitutio n he co uld hav e nego tiated 
a treaty and, after affix ing the 
signatu re o f the United States to 
it, 
he 
co uld 
hav e 
asked 
fo r 
rétificatio n by a two -thirds v o te 
o f the Senate. 
It may indeed be 
qu estio ned 
whether, in o rder to co nfo rm to 
co nstitu tio nal 
requ irements, 
the 
President isn’t really o bligated to 
get a two -thirds co nsent by the 
Senate any ho w when he 
makes 
agreements with 24 co u ntries in­ 
v o lv ing no t o nly tariff du ties but 
v ario u s co ntingent actio ns, includ­ 
ing po ssible 
reprisals 
by 
the 
United States againsf qu o tas im­ 
po sed o n o u r

by 
o ther 
go v ernments. 


SHOULD A SUBJECT o f such 
transcendent impo rtance — affect­ 
ing 
indu stries 
thro u gho u t 
the 
United States—be handled by such 
a v ague pro cess as 
were 
the 
agreements made by the Ameri­ 
can delegatio n at Genev a with a 
to tal o f 24 different 
co u ntries? 
Certainly the framers o f the Co n­ 
stitutio n did no t intend that the 
treaty -making po wer, which re­ 
qu ires a two -thirds appro v al by 
the Senate, sho uld be by -passed. 
The president has attempted to 
ex ercise the v ery same au tho rity 
in a different way . Such a pro ce­ 
du re has nev er been flpheld by 
the Su preme Co urt o f the United 
States. 
If Co ngress, by a majo rity o f 
bo th ho uses, can pass a law dele­ 
gating au tho rity to the ex ecu tiv e 
to make agreements with fo reign 
go v ernments which are final, then 
the who le treaty -making po wer, 
in which the Senate has hitherto 
play ed a so o rdinate part, falls, to 
the gro und. 
That s why it is being asked: 
What has happened to the Co nsti­ 
tutio n u nder the Kennedy admin­ 
istratio n?

Price Levels 


Beef and pork are competitiv ­ 
ely priced at this time, reports 
Richard Skinner, marketing ag­ 
ent with the Cooperativ e Ex ten­ 
sion Serv ice. Grocers will be fea 
tu ring both beef and pork cu ts 
regu larly du ring the nex t few 


weeks. 
Pork prices hav e retu rned to 


lev el of early fall as we hav e 
mov ed ou t of the season of peak 
su pply for pork which normally 
occu rs du ring late December and 
early 
Janu ary . 
"Howev er, 
we 
can ex pect slau ghter for March 
to be abov e last y ear and prices 
to be slightly below those lev els 
of last March,” he said. 
Beef prices hav e changed little 
du ring the winter. From all indi­ 
cations, prices and su pplies will 
remain relativ ely stable du ring 
March. 
Liv e cattle prices will 
dip slightly du ring late Spring. 
Howev er, this is the barbecu e 
season and the demand for steak 
increases while the demand for 
roasts decreases. This will resu lt 
in prices of steaks or loins re­ 
maining at present lev el or in­ 
creasing slightly while prices of 
roasts and the longer cooking 
cu ts may decrease as mu ch as 
fou r to fiv e cents a pou nd.
